Amendment to Housng Bill 
Won't Pass. Flanders 
Tells Newsmen 


WASHINGTON. April 19— <AP)— 
Senator Flanders (R-Vt.) predicted 
defeat today for a move to give 
house and senate appropriations 
committees final say on proposed 
public housing and slum clearance 
projects 
He said an amendment by Sen- 
atois Brlcker tR-Ohio) and Cain 
iR-Wash) to a long-range housing 
bill now before the senate would 
be “impractical'’ and 
added, 
don’t think it will go through.” 
The amendment would require 
the housing administrator to get 
the approval of both appropriations 
committees before letting contracts 
for public housing or slum clear 
ance projects. 
The federal share of financing 
the public housing projects would 
run up 
to $308,000,000 annually 
over a 40-year period. For slum 
clearance, the bill would authorize 
$500,000,000 in grants and $1,000. 
000.000 In loans during the next five 
years. 
The bill provides for building an 
average of 135.000 public housing 
units yearly, but the number could 
go as high as 250.000 or as low as 
50.000 In any one year—depending 
c*n the supply of labor and building 
materials. 
The measure calls for 
810.000 units in six years. 
Flanders said an effort also may 
be made to “scale down" the maxi 
mum number that can be built in 
one year as a means of limiting the 
annual cost of the program, but 
he expressed doubt that such an 
amendment would be approved. The 
present cost is “reasonable,” he 
said.

BOSTON, April 19— (AP)— Rev. 
Leonard Fenney, S. J., 52, noted 
Catholic educator and author, in­ 
volved In the Boston college heresy 
dispute, today was “silenced" by 
Archbishop Richard J, Cushing of 
Boston. 
The archbishop said the Jesuit 
priest “has lost the right to per­ 
form any priestly functions, includ­ 
ing preaching and teaching of relig­ 
ion." 
The action was taken, the arch­ 
bishop said, "because of grave of­ 
fenses against the general laws of 
the Catholic church." The decree 
did not specify “the grave offenses.” 
The move climaxed a week of 
controversy which began when three 
Boston college instructors were dis­ 
missed after accusing the Jesuit 
school of teaching heresy. The pre­ 
late supported the dismissal of the 
instructors, whose cause had been 
espoused by Fr Feeney—himself a 
former B. C. teacher. 
The archbishop also acted against 
the St. Benedict's center, a Cam 
bridge intellectual group near Har­ 
vard college, headed by Fr. Feeney. 
Forbid« Attendance 
He said the center *% hence­ 
forth without ecclesiastical appro­ 
bation and attendance at it is 
strictly forbidden to Catholics," un­ 
der penalty of forfeiting "the right 
to receive the Sacraments of Pen­ 
ance and Holy Eucharist.” 
Under the archbishop's edict. Fr. 
Feeney is forbidden to say mass, 
preach or administer sacraments of 
the Catholic church. The punish 
ment is one of the most Severe that 
can be imposed on a priest and is 
commonly referred to as being 
•silenced" 
The priest said previously he sup­ 
ported the three instructors because 
he felt 
very strongly” that their 
doctrine “is the true doctrine of 
the Roman Catholic church.” 
The instructors are James R 
Walsh, philosophy teacher. Fakhri 
Maiuf, assistant professor of phil­ 
osophy, and Ohariss Kwaskio, as­ 
sistant professor of phystea. 
The controversv revolves around 
the question whether persons out­ 
side the church can attain salva­ 
tion 
The instructors insist the 
church doctrine holds that non- 
Catholics cannot be saved, authori­ 
tative Catholic sources say they 
can.

ptlepttc patients can lead lives that advisable. Statistics wou ld seem to 
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appv atrd normal in.m ost re 
specks. The object of treatm ent '« 
to keep the patient free from at­ 
tacks, and today It su cceeds so well 
that many can avoid them for peri­ 
ods of months or even years. 
This disorder Is characterized by 
attacks In which there is low of con- 
iclou snefs. When, in addition, there 
are convu lsions with spasms and 
terklng of the mu scles, the disease Is 
known as giand mal eplhpsyi If 
share is only loss of consciou sness 
lor a few seconds from time to time, 
he term petit mal ts u sed. 
Dru gs Used 
Arncng some of the dru gs u sed for 
controlling the grand mal attacks 
are phenobarbltai, dllantin sodiu m, 
and mwantoin. H ie preparations 
may be given alone or In combina­ 
tion. 
Of cou rse, treatm ent with 
these dru gs mu st be cariled ou t 
u nder the direction of the physician 
who will decide u pon the type of 
dru g or dru gs to bo u sed and the 
exact do.*;« . 
If the attacks occu r 
often when the dru gs are adminis­ 
tered. It indicates that the treat­ 
ment is not adequ ate. 
Along with these dru gs, epileptic 
patients also need the sympathetic 
help of their doctor in solving the 
problems which cau se them con­ 
cern. Crief among these, according 
♦o Dr. Jos ph Fetterman, Is the 
decision as to whether or not they 
hou ld marry. 
* 
He feels that In the great m ajor­ 
ity of cases there Is no reason to ad­ 
vise a person with epilepsy net to 
marry. However, if the epilepsy has 
cau sed some 
mental dlstru bance. 
marriage wou ld appear inadvisable 
Apparently, the average epileptic 
ran live a fairly happy married life. 
The person whom the epileptic m ar­ 
ries shou ld, of cou rse, be aware of 
the natu re of the disease so that he j 
or she mav cooperate In helping to 
carry ou t the proper treatment. 
Free From Epilepsy 
The epileptic also 
Is concerned 
abou t whether or not he shou ld have 
children. If he is normal, other than 
for the epilepsy, and the mate Is 


*how that children of parents, cite 
of whom Is epileptic, do not have 
this disease move often than chil­ 
dren of two normal parent*, 
Another qu estion of concern to 
the epileptic I* whether or not he 
shou ld drive an au tomobile. In gen­ 
eral, this cannot be allowed, since 
there la the possibility that an a t­ 
tack might 
occu r while driving. 
Su ch a seizu re wou ld not only en­ 
danger the life of the patient bu t 
also that of pedestrians and other 
drive) s. 
In most cases of epilepsy, the 
disease does not cau se any mental 
deterioration, and patients with the 
disovd r need not worry abou t this. 
The Important thing Is for the 
epileptic to be u nder the care of the 
physician continu ally, becau se, with 
proper u se of the available dru gs, 
the attacks may be kept u nder con­ 
trol or entirely eliminated.

They wanted no go vernment in­ 
ert ere nee with peo ple o r business o r 
co mmerce. "Anarchy, plus a co n­ 
stable." Carlyle called it. 
But o ut o f this philo so phy grew 
"the American free enterprise sys­ 
tem,” 
Actually, it’s hardly 
ever 
been co mpletely free. 
Almo st fro m the start o f the re­ 
public. go vernment tariffs Mo cked 
fo reign co mpetitio n with American- 
made go o ds here. 
Bit by Ml thro ugh the years the 
go vernment kept « Ueking its no se 
under the tent a tittle mo re. 
Seme landmarks were the 
cre­ 
atio n o f the Interstate Co mmerce 
co mmissio n and the Sherman anti­ 
trust act to co ntro l mo no po lies, and 
in 19 13 the Inco me tax started. 
Go vernment co ntro ls, help, reg­ 
ulatio n a©d Interference piled up 
during the disaster o f the depres­ 
sio n in the 19 30 s. All were signs o f 
the increasing co mplexity o f Amer­ 
ican life. 


AND NOW THE latest evidence o f 
ho w far we Ye mo ved fro m a truly 
free enterprise system is the ne t 
farm 
pro gram which Agriculture 
Secretary Brannan has laid in co n­ 
gress’ lap. 
Co ngress pro bably wo n’t pass it 
into law this sessio n. 
But aireaJy 
there is plenty o f argum ent abo ut 
It o n Capito l Hill 
There’ll be mo re.
